ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Thishill providesfull medica assstance under the Montana Medicaid program for individuas during the
period in which the individua requires trestment of breast or cervical cancer or of precancerous condition

of the breast or cervix. The individua must meet the following conditions.
(a) Has been screened for breast and cervica cancer under the Montana breast and cervica hedlth

program funded by the Center for Disease Control and prevention program established under Title XV

of the Public Hedlth Service Act, 42 U.S.C. 300.
(b) Needs treatment for breast or cervical cancer or a precancerous condition of the breast or cervix.
(©) Isnot otherwise covered under creditable coverage.
(d) Isnot digible for medical assistance under any mandatory categoricaly needy digibility group.
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(e) Hasnot attained 65 years of age.

2. Thefederd medica assstance participation for this program is 80% federal funds and 20% state funds for
eech year of the biennium

3. According to data analyses provided by the breast and cervica program, it is anticipated that the mgjority
of breast and cervica patients will require cancer treatment services for two years.

4. Using Montana Medicaid data, it is estimated that the cost for treatment of breast cancer is $22,544 per
year and the cost for treatment of cervical cancer is estimated to be $16,550 per year.

5. Approximately 25 women per year will be diagnosed with breast cancer through the Montana breast and
cervica hedth program. The cost for 25 women becoming digiblein FY 2002 is $563,600. In FY 2003,
the first 25 women will continue coverage, plus an additiona 25 women will be covered, for atotal cost of
$1,127,200.

6. Approximately five women per year will be diagnosed with cervical cancer through the Montana breast
and cervical health program. The cogt for five women becoming digiblein FY 2002 is $82,750. In FY
2003, the firgt five women will continue coverage, plus an additiona five women will be covered, for a
total cost of $165,500.
